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Mr. Ross, of the Pomona Per- 
-manent Poultry Demonstration 
appeared before -the Supervisors 
this morning to appeal for the 
aid of San Bernardino County in 
the maintainance of the demon- 
_gtration. Mr. Ross brought out 
the importance of the work to the 
upbuilding of the poultry in the 
southern counties where the in- 
dustry is becoming of great im- 
portance to the people. It is said 
that perhaps 45 per cent of the 
enquiries that come from eastern 
states are for information regard- 
ing the possibilities in the poultry 
business. Sixty-five per cent of 
the enquiries consider poultry. 
Mr. Ross states the the poultry 
business in Southern California is 
not a side line as in many other 
parts of the United States, but 
here all the feed is bought and 
the profit has to be obtained 
directly from the hen that lays 
the egg. Sixty-five per cent of 
“the food purchased goes to main- 
tain the hen and the balance must 
produce the eggs or else there is 
no profit. While many people 
“seem to’ be of the opinion, says 
Mr. Ross, that the poultry busi- 
ness is an easy money proposition, 
he states that it cannot be learn- 
ed entirely from books, but large- 
ly from dearly bought experience 
and takes at least two .years in 
order to get onto the ropes. 


California depends on the out- 
side markets for disposal of egg 
product and now it is facing the 
competition of Denmark, where, 
due to the difference in exchange 
and the efficient poultry methods 
they can undersell the Californ- 
ians in the eastern markets. If 
California loses these markets, its 
‘poultry business will be ruined. 
Last year 1100 carloads were sent 
vast. The Supervisors approved 
of the suggested aid and asked 
that a report be rendered during 
the period of making up the 
yearly budget, when provision 
“would be made for aid. Several 
southern counties have already 
promised aid, 

Two maps were approved for 
filing this morning.

This will leave Boone a_ net 
salary, as heretofore the salary he 
received as Constable paid his 
car repair. 

The County Farm Bureau have 
sent to the Supervisors a list of 
22 questions pertaining to the 
roads of the county. This a part 
of the program of the Regional 
Meeting of the State Federation 
of Farm Bureaus. With a mem- 
bership of 10,000 they are taking 
up the study of highways and 
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Plans have just been completed by 
President Glenn M. Atwood and Sec- 
retary H. O. Blohm of the Upland 
Business Men’s Association, for a 
most interesting evening to be held 
at the Community Center in the base- 
ment of the Library on next Monday 
evening, commencing at 8 o’clock.

Dear Bill: 

Residents of the north end of 
Upland have been pestered for 
about a month with a small 
mouse colored moth which has 
erewled into the houses through 
every possible opening and has 
fluttered about the electric lights 
in the rooms literally by hua- 
dreds. One man told me he had 
killed over 200 in one evening 
with his ‘‘fly-spanker.’’ I have 
not heard of them appearing 
south of 16th street. During the 
daytime they have hidden them- 
selves from the light in any con- 
venient crack or hole; and just 
after the sun has set they have 
started their dance around the 
lights, and even the ‘looking 
glasses that reflect the lights. 
Their favorite sport has been to 
wait till some person has put on 
night clothes and then just as the 
light goes out to make a dash to 
get in between the night clothes 
and the back of: the. sleeper. 
While they have no claws they 
don’t feel just right, and make 
a sizeable squash if one rolls over 
on them, 

They have just about disappear- 
ed now, end many are wondering 
what caterpillar they came from 
and what may be indicated by 
such numbers of them. I identi- 
fied them as belonging to the 
Noctuidae which includes a very 
large number, something like 2500 
varieties, of moths coming from 
the cutworm caterpillar which 
gives us much trouble in our gar- 
dens. I also took some specimens 
to Mr. Woglum of the Field De- 
partment of the California Fruit 
Growers Exchange and he con- 
firmed me in my indentification 
and, said they belonged to the 
same family as the army worm, 
the cotton worm, the corn ear 
worm, ete, Mr. Woglum. also 
said that he did not think this 
appearance of the moth indicated 
that a bad attack of the cutworms 
might be expeeted, but that it in- 
dicated that we had had a heavy 
infestation of the cutworm from 
which the present lot of moths 
had developed. Therefore, unless 
these moths have laid many eggs 
we may be even freer from the 
cutworm than before, either this 
year or the following year. I 
remember that last year we were 
pestered to death by these worms 
cutting young plants just as the 
shoots appeared above the ground. 
Apparently these cutworms 
veloped the Noctuidae moth we 
have had around us this year.

Newspapers Reflect Modern 
Public Mind 


HE modern daily newspaper should not 
be expected to conduct a Sunday social 

program. You will find that the news- 

papers only reflect that which is in the 
general public mind,’’ declared H. J. Stonier, 
of extension work of the University of South- 
ern California, in a recent address before the 
Women’s Club of Santa Monica. 

Professor Stonier, who is widely known as 
an eloquent speaker, discussed at length the 
part which newspapers take in the develop- 
ment of modern life. ss 

‘“You should not blame the newspapers of 
the country for the news which they publish 
and the manner in which they use it. The 
newspapers only reflect that which is in the 
minds of the rank and file of the people and 
is not the business of the daily press to con- 
duct a Sunday school. 

‘“‘The newspapers give back to you just 
what the people want. When public opinion 
demands a different line of news from the 
newspapers, then the newspapers will answer 
that ‘call and wil print not only a different 
line of news but in a different style. 

“Tt is the lazy way to lay all the blame 
upon the press and to expect the press to do 
single-handed that which is the responsibil- 
ity of the entire community. If you are in- 
dividually and collectively better, then the 
press will reflect a better attitude and will 
print better news. 


‘Tf you take the stand for a better moral __ 


atmosphere in the community, then the press 
will reflect that moral attitude. But do not 
blame the press for not accomplishing the 
work which is really your work.’’

MODES PUBLISHER ABROAD 
NTERVIEWED—by his own  corres-

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LEISURE FOR EDITORS 


ORD NORTHCLIFFE of London &n- 
nounces that the sub-editors on his 

Evening News shall hereafter work 

four days’a week instead of five. The 
millionaire publisher feels that ‘‘the pace in 
evening newspaper work has been intensified 
for many years and is going to increase still 
further.’’? His order reeognizes the possibility 
of some of his employees cracking under the 
strain. 

Newspaper men on this side of the ocean 
familiar by gruelling experience with the ten- 
sion and labor of evening newspaper work in 
the larger cities can find little more than a 
crim amusement in the solicitude of Lord 
Northeliffe for the men who have helped him 
to amass his millions and are helping him to 
amass more of them. The average member of 
a metropolitan newspaper staff in America 
manages to endure the one day’s rest in seven, 
but two additional days of idleness each week 
would bore him to extinetion. 

Most men prefer to wear out rather than 
rust out, although a four-day week sounds 
alluring. It is doubtful if Lord Northeliffe’s 
policy will be received with unmixed joy even 
in London where the last of newspaper enter- 
prise is proverbial. 

American newspaper men touring abroad 
have been amazed and diverted when visiting 
a London newspaper office to observe that the 
entire staff suspends work at regular intervals 
while everybody brews tea. It is regarded as 
highly probable that, if the report suddenly 
came that King George had been murdered, 
and the queen hanged by her hair from the 
battlements of Windsor Castle, the incident 
could get no newspaper attention until the 
ways and means to do so had been thoroughly 
discussed over a eup of tea. 


GRADE CROSSINGS MUST GO 


HERE is general recognition among 
TI progressive railroad men that the 


grade crossing eventually must go. 

But the change will require many years 
and large expenditures and the movement 
must be encouraged patiently as well as con- 
fidently. 

President Harding had these things in mind 
when he endorsed the railroads’ campaign to 
decrease the toll of the grade crossing, a 
safety drive which is to extend through the 
summer. Acknowledging the good which will 
be accomplished by such a campaign, the 
President emphasized the importance of bear- 
ing in mind that the ultimate goal to strive 
for is the elimination of these danger spots. 

In that movement progressive railroad men 
probably will continue to lead as they have 
led in recent years. With the co-operation of 
public officials many dangerous crossings 
have been eliminated within the last two 


decades. Recognizing what has been done in’ 


this respect, the public undoubtedly will par- 
ticipate in the summer safety drive with 
hearty good-will. 

The purpose of the safety campaign is not 


to protect the railroads, but to protect the - 


public. In a collision the average pedestrian 
or automobile driver is usually more severely 
damaged than is the locomotive that hits him. 
—San Bernardino Sun.

THE WORLD IS WATCHING 


TAT HAT would you call Lloyd George? 
W Would you call him an able statesman ? 

Would you say he was a great politic- 

jan? Do you think of him as a wonder- 
ful orator? Does he shine as a diplomat? He 
has been called all these things, and some not 
so complimentary. To his most ardent ad- 
mirers he is almost a superman; to his ene- 
mies he is a little upstart Welshman; to the 
great average he is just Lloyd George, a man 
who can get his name on the front page of 
more newspapers, more often, than any other 
living: person. 

His photographs are as well known as Mary 
Pickford’s. The wedding of a daughter of a 
king may get a little more prominent place 
in the news one day; he may have to divide 
honors with Jack Dempsey’s arrival in Eng- 
land another day; a Papal Conclave may ob- 
scure him for a moment; news of the Bonus 
Bill make us forget him for the time being. 
But for the last few years, day in and day 
out, Lloyd George has been the biggest figure 
in the world as a constant maker of front- 
page news. 

You may not always agree with him. You 
may seldom agree with him. You may think 
he is right all the time, partly right most of 
the time, or aH wrong all the time. You may 
not like his nationality, the cut of his clothes, 
the way he wears his hair, or his follow- 
through as you see him pictured at golf. His 
history from the time we first knew of him 
up to to-day is just another proof of what a 
man, starting from scratch, may accomplish 
in one short lifetime. 

Without holding any brief for him, or say- 
ing whether we agree or disagree with any of 
his policies, his plans, his theories, we recom- 
mend him particularly to the attention of that 
great army of workers in America to whom 
we have so often addressed ourselves—the 
men who sell things. To us Lloyd George is 
the greatest salesman the world has ever had. 

Enthusiasm—that vital spark without which 
no salesman can be even a moderate success 
—this little man has to a superlative degree. 

Nothing seems to daunt him. Nothing com- 
pletely discourages ‘him. No obstacle ever 
looms so large that he will not at least try to 
surmount it. In the darkest hours of his great 
struggles he seemed to radiate enthusiasm, 
good humor, confidence, and courage—Col- 
lier’s Weekly.

The tabu- 
lations for three years show the number to be 
increasing, and the probabilities are that 1921 
exeeeded all others, basing such theory upon 
the astonishing increase in the number of 
automobiles on the road. 

If each individual driver takes the warning 
home to himself, there will never be another 
crossing horror.—San Bernardino Telegram.

BALLOON SCHOOL 
70 BE ABANDONED 


The Arcadia balloon school, one 


of the youngest, but a progressive 
and advanced American army train- 
ing center, and an inspiration to the 
mettle of western youth, is lost to 
Los Angeles by decision of Secretary 
of War Weeks, in the interest of effi- 
ciency and economy in the operation 
of the army school system. Secre- 
tary Weeks, according to a telegram 
received in Los Angeles, has ap- 
proved the concentration of lighter- 
than-air activities at ‘Scott Field, 
Belleville, Ill, within 15 miles of 
St. Louis, Mo. 

With the removal of the Arcadia 
balloon ‘school, the brisk air and 
sharp dash of the intrepid military 
corps will be withdrawn, and the 
southland will miss a martial in- 
stitution of which it has been 
proud. Social sets of the _ foot- 
hill section and the city will regis- 
ter a certain degree of depletion, 
and there will be an attraction less 
for residents and strangers. 

Attracts Hardy Spirits 

The intrepidity, poise and risk re- 
quired of the balloon service in 
wartime attracts hardy spirits to its 
ranks. The absence of the strong, 
self-reliant and well conducted body 
of Arcadia students will subtract 
from the virile voltage of the Arca- 
dia district, and the animation of the 
army camp will be lower pitched 
with the material decrease in num- 
bers and the eagerness and enthus- 


















“The site here at Arcadia is al- 
most ideal, one of the best in the 
world for balloon observation train- 
ing,” said Col. T. A. Baldwin, com- 
mandant at Ross Field yesterday. 
“Meteorologically and topographic- 
ally, it could hardly be excelled. But 
the action of the war department is 
for the best interests of both army 
and people.” 

Ultimate Purpose 

With the diminution in the func- 
tions of Ross Field, which will fol- 
low the concentration of field artil- 
lery training, there is speculation as 
to the ultimate fate of the Arcadia 
property, which was turned over to 
the United States. government by the 
Los Angeles chamber of commerce 
for $1. It is not conjectured that 
dismantling or abandonment are in 
prospect. 

The two big hangars at the field, 
which were only recently acquired, 
will retain their full value to the 
field, for the two regular balloon 
companies will remain. Their men, 
as always, will be kept at the top 
pitch of skill in air work, in case of- 
fense should stalk toward “Old 
Glory.” 

May Go to Presidio 

It is said to be possible, however, 
that these two companies may in the 
future be transferred to the Presidio 
at San Francisco, as there are un- 
used hangars at that post. The trans. 
fer of a battalion of infantry from 
Camp Lewis, Seattle, to Arcadia is 
also a possibility, but absolutely no- 
thing of the government's plans in 
the premises is known, 

The balloon school enrollment is 
about 150. It was expected that a 
fine, big class would be taken care 
of next fall. 

There are at the present time 
about 28 officers at Ross Field. 
This is an unusually large number 
for the size of the post

STRANGE LAWS OFFERED IN STATE 
LEGISLATURES 





The Kentucky legislator who~ proposed 
that moonshiners be compelled by law to 
equip their stills with whistles that could 
be heard for two miles, has no monopoly 
on the unusual in proposed legislatiun, 
for the serious who sit in legislative halls 
at state capitals are prone to sarcasm, 
irony and jokes. 

For example, there is the bill intro- 
duced in the New York state assembly

Mr. Watt at 
once ran to the telephone, which con- 
nected him immediately with the camp 
at Ebano and the residence there of Wil- 
liam Steed, superintendent of the Mexican 
Petroleum Company. He thought the 
horsemen were Mexicans, but an Ameri- 
can voice shouted: 

“Come out here, we want you.” 

“Who wants me?” 

The voice replied with the name of the 
alleged leader of the band of outlaws 
which had been committing numerous 
depredations in lower Tamaulipias re- 
cently. 

“Well, you'll have to come get me,” an- 
swered Watt. 

“If you use that telephone, we'll kill 
you,” warned the man _ outside, whom 
Watt did not recognize. 

Watt, however, already had got con- 
nections with Mr. Steed, and asked him 
to hurry the soldiers down to the ranch. 
Then he took one of the mattresses off 
the bed, placed it against the door, push- 
ed a table against it, wrapped another 
mattress around himself and waited. He 
was armed with two pistols and a sawed- 
off shot gun loaded with buckshot, which 
he chose to use first. There was no light 
in the farmhouse. Outside he could dim- 
ly see a number of men, at least three of 
whom were Americans. 

Commands to Watt to come out prov- 
ing unavatling, one of the men came 
smashing in the door. Watt could not 
see who he was or even tell his national- 
it’. But as the intruder stuck his head 
and shoulders through the door, Watt 
pulled the trigger of his shotgun. The 
man fell and died almost instantly.

During the world war, it is related, a 
party of Germans once entered a down- 
town restaurant in T&mpico, boasting of 
alleged German victories and rather crow- 
ing over two Americans who were lunch- 
ing there. That was just after America 
had got into the war. The two Ameri- 
cans went out to find reinforcements, and 
met Michaels. The fact that there were 
half a dozen in the other party made no 
difference to Michaels. He used to say he 
never stopped when there were only six 
or eight against him, but thought it best 
to be diplomatic when there were more. 

Michaels was 32 years old, fine looking 
and physically fit in every way. He made 
no attempt to enter the army in 1917 or 
subsequently, in spite of his reputa- 
tion for fearlessness and for scaring Ger- 
mans. He came here from Texas but his 
home is not known.
